occurred  on  20  July  19^«  The  object  vas  sighted  in  the  Crystal  laske 
area  of  lllinoia  end  vas  identified  by  the  Aerospace  Technical 
Intelligence  Center  analyst  as  a balloon.  The  description  of  the 
object^  position  of  the  sun,  and  vind  vector  aubstantiate  the  conclusion • 


The  sighting  vas  made  frooi  an  aircraft  vhich  vas  moving  in  the  exact 
opposite  direction  from  the  vind«  end  the  high  closure  rate  accounte 
for  the  relatively  short  duration  of  the  sighting.  Other  factors  vbieh 
probably  contributed  to  the  lack  of  identification  of  this  object  vere 
the  scattered  clouds  between  the  aircraft  and  object  plus  the  feet  that 
the  object  vaa  between  the  aircraft  and  the  ground  and  therefore  probably 
blended  into  this  complex  background. 


This  sighting  took  place  during  the  month  of  November  19^7  vhich 
recorded  more  UFO  sightings  than  moat  years*  (See  attached  press  releaae.)
